we learn that the Pacific Coast 8.87 Co.” 


is negotiating for the construction of a 
freight veseel ta sueceed the Al-Ki on 
the Southeastern Alaska route. 

Theo plane call for a vessel 228 feet in 
length, 40 feet beam and 17.8 feet depth, 
steel construction and schooner rigged, 
A large double bottom will extend the 
entire length. Phere are to be threo 
extra large hatches, 18x24 feet and two 
cargo porte on eachside. The masts are 
to be of steel. There are two booms for 
each hatch, and at No. 2 hatch there 


will be stee! booms and cargo gear capa- 


ble of hauling a weight of 25tons. The 


decks will be of steel, and she will bave 
high 'tween decks, which will allow of 
cargo being trucked through the side 


ports when the vessel is loaded. In- 


stead ofan oper deck like those of the 
ordinary steam sohooner, the new ship's 
decks will be closed in, permitting her 


to handje perisbable goods in any kind 
of weather. 

The speed will Le about twelve knots 
light, and eleven knots loaded. There 
will be two Scotch marine boilers with 
three furnaces ineach. Each boiler will 
be thirteen feet in diameter, and will be 


placed athwartship. The ship will be 


fitted with electric lights, a searchlight 
and running lights. 

The ship is designed to handle freight 
as rapidly and cheaply as possible, and 
the machinery is designed to save the 
detention caused by repsirs. The ves- 
sel will be much faster than the Al-Ki, 
will earry more freight, and will be 25 
per cent more efficient commercially.

The only 
precedent for such action was water 
conduits, which bad been laid under 
cities since the days of ancient Rome. 
Before the nineteenth century gas Sad 
been used for lighting private establish- 
ments, and early in the century one of 
the London theaters Installed a gas- 
plant But the fluid was regarded as

By the Introduction of the mantle 
burner, the gas range, heater, flatiron 
and other domestic conveniences and 
mechanical appliances, and by the al- 
most universal reduction In price, gas 
has more than held its own. 


The minute Postmaster General 
Mever had expressed himself as serl- 
ously considering the feasibillty of add- 


service with a limit of ten pounds 
welght on packages carried there was 
a rush of arguments from certaln quar- 


| ters to show why such a service would 





be impracticable in the United States, 
pithough every other country could use 
it. The central assertion on which the 
arguments depended was that distances 
were too great in the United States. 
It was claimed that with a uniform 
postage rate depending on weight alone 
the government would lose all the 
profitable short distance matter and be 
compelled to carry all the long distance 
matter at a loss, which the critics did 
not hesitate to estimate, In advance 
of nny Ipformation as to the exact plan 
of the department, at a minimum of 
$150,000,000 a year. 
not be the case that a thorough parcels 
post system would have to modify to 
souie extent the method so successfully 
employed In European countries. But 
here nre some facts as to what the gov- 
erument finds [tself able to do to-day 
ju the way of giving parcels service to 
and from forelgn countries, which bear 
on the problem. Packages may now be 
sent to most of the South and Central 
American countries, to Germany, Great 
Britain, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
and Belgium, and to Australla, New 
Zealand, Japan, Korea and many Chiln- 
ese cities at the rate of 12 cents a 
pound, For the majority of these coun- 
tries the maximum weight ts eleven 
pounds, and to none Is the permitted 
welght less than four pounds six 
oinces. The packages may be three 
feet six Inches in length or six feet tn 
length and girth combined. This serv- 
Ice Is given, even though domestic par- 
cels cannot exceed four pounds in 
welght and cost a cent an ounce or 16 
cents a pound. At the cheaper foreign 
rate packages may be carried the full 
length of the United States and then 
to a foreign country. And even mote 
striking discrimination against domes- 
tie service is to be found In the case of 
matter classified as “commercial pa- 
per.’ Including deeds, tnvoices, manu- 
seript and so forth. This can be sent 
abroad at the rate of 1 cent for two 
ounces, while at home !t costs full 
letter postage rates of 2 cents an ounce, 
Just four times aa much. Apparently 
there would be no terrific danger of 
Immediate ruin should the government 
try to experiment at home with the 
service It now can give to forelgu coun- 
tries,
